Independent claim 1 1 of applicant's 8/23/2007 amendment, as modified by the 

attached examiner's amendment, is patentable over the prior art of record because the 
teachings of the references taken as a whole do not show or render obvious the 
combination set forth, including a plurality of points of suspension on each of the guide 
members on which the supports are detachably engaged such that during normal 
operation each support can be detached from and detachably repositioned to the points 
of suspension on the guide members regardless of its position on the guide members; 
and drive means for driving the guide members and enabling the passing of at least one 
support from one of the guide members to an adjacent one of the guide members. In 
other words, the teachings of the references taken as a whole do not show or render 
obvious this combination of features.
